18-cent school tax 
hike faces citizens

Local taxpayers face an 18 cent 
school 
tax hike to cover state 
m andated teacher retirem ent and 
unemployment insurance. 
School trustees are expected to 
study the question next Wednesday 
when 
they 
discuss 
prelim inary 
version of the 1972-73 fiscal budget 
for the first tim e publicly. The 
m eeting was shifted from Tuesday, 
regular 
meeting 
day 
to 
m eet 
requirem ents of state law. 
Property owners are presently 
paying $3.77 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. The rate will jum p to 
$3.95 to include the additional costs 
of a five cent increase from 10 to 15 
cents on certificated retirem ent 
paym ents; 
another 
four 
cent 
increase from 12 to 16 cents on for 
old age survivor insurance; and nine 
cent increase from 10 to 19 cents for 
classified unemployment insurance. 
The latter is a first tim e program to 
m eet new state law 
Funds 
for 
certificated 
and 
classified retirem ent and OASDI 
plus 
items such 
as community 
service cam e into being in 1968 when 
th e 
sch o o l 
b o a rd 
im p o se d 
permissive override taxes. 
In other respects the 1972-73 fiscal 
budget has things in common with 
past 
budgets: 
the 
same 
slow 
escalating costs of doing business, 
the sam e uncertainties of state and 
federal aid, plus the complexities 
that seem to be the handmaiden of 
budgets. 
For all intent and purpose the 
budget calls for the expenditure or 
the disposition of $12,732 million, up 
about $800,000 from the estim ated 
$11 845 million for the current fiscal 
year ending on June 30 
The total is the product of the 
current 
budget, 
plus 
whatever 
ch an g es 
seem 
d ic ta te d 
by 
circum stances, according to Joseph 
Carlin, assistant business manager. 
In a preamble to the budget, the 
staff indicates that some amounts of 
federal monies for impacted aid 
purposes are deleted to anticipate 
pruning by Congress. 


The budget includes about $16 
more per pupil from state aid 
sources 
to 
partially 
offset 
the 
m andated 
additional 
retirem ent 
costs. 


One of the most controversial 
components of school budgets in 
recent years has been the amount 
held in reserve funds. The staff 
notes in a reflection on the proposed 
budget: 
“The 
request 
for 
the 
General 
Reserve 
amounting 
to 
$1,067,163 
is 
needed 
because 
expenditures made between July 1, 
1972 and Dec. 10, 1972 are expected 
to 
exceed 
incom e 
by 
over 
$1,200,000.“ In other words much of 
the fund will be used to tide the 
district over until taxes begin to 
come in sometim e in December.

Under terms of the bill, 
the guidelines would 
be 
developed 
by 
the 
State 
Council 
on 
Intergovernmental 
Re 
lations, 
a body composed 
of local, regional and state 
o ffic ia ls 
and 
representatives 
of 
the 
general public. Cities and 
counties would be given 
until one year after adoption 
of the state guidelines to 
include 
the 
required 
elements in their general 
plans, and then be required 
to report yearly on the 
degree to which their plans 
match the guidelines. 
“ This is not an attempt to 
c irc u m v e n t 
local 
government,” the Senator 
said. 
‘ Rather, 
it is an 
attempt to strengthen the 
ability of local government 
to develop a viable and 
effective planning program 
By bringing all levels of
